To Actlng-Oovern- Plncbback.Xew Orlenus:

Let it be understood that you are re-

cognized by the President as the lawful
Executive of Louisiana, and the body
assembled at the Mechanics Institute as
the lawful Legislature; and it is suggest-
ed that you make a proclamation to
that effect, and also that all necessary
assistance will be given to you and the
Iegislature herein recognized, to protect
the State from disorder and violence.

Now, therefore, I, P. B. I. Pinchback,

HOI SK.
The 8enate bill authorizing the

National Bank of Lyons, Michigan, to
chancre its name and location, passed.

Mr. Dawes, from the Committee of
Ways and Means, reported a bill autiior
izinc the Secretary of the Treasury to
issue coupon bonds in exchange for reg
istered bonds; the exiieuse chargeable
to and to lie naid bv the owner,

Mr. Dawes explained, that while the
Secretary had authority now to change
coupon Kinds into registered bonds, on
account of their facility to translei,
commanded higher prices in Europe
than registered bonds. This bill would
place the two classes on an equality
wiUiout making them interchangeable.
The only effect of the bill was to remove
the present obstacles to the negotiabil-
ity of registered bonds.

Mr. Burchard (Illinois) remarked
that the objections which were supposed
toexist to exchange registered bonds in-

to coupon bonds, were proved by
experience to have, no weight.
The Secretary of the Treasury, who
ought to know, was advising measures.
Coupon lionds y bore a higher mar-
ket value than the registered bonds,
showing that there were not spurious
or counterfeit bonds in circulation to
affect their market value. It, therefore,
seemed to him that both the people and
the Treasury Department confirmed the
views suggested by tne Committee of
Ways andMeans.

Mr. Cox's (New Yorkj objection to the
bill is this : I do not wan t to aggrandize Uie
powers of the Secretary of the Treasury,
and, further, I do not want him to give
any greater facilities to people to go in
and speculate. After all our bickering
here about curreucv and bonds, we will
be bound in Uie end locome to the only
panacea, and that is, resumption of
specie payment. Gentlemen, we ought
to meet it in the next congress at
least, if not this. I see it stated
in the newspapers that the Secretary of
the Treasury intends to put on the mar
ket five per cent, and four and a halt
per cent yet unpaid and that Roths-
child and the syndicate are to take the
rest of them without further legislation.
I want to know why it is that iu this
bill !no restriction is placed on the
Secretary of the Treasury? He can
make any number ol these coupon bonds
at his pleasure. He can keep stocks of
them on hand and they can be used at
any time in certain emergencies in the
money market. This bill will not stop
speculation ; it will not lead to prosperity
or health. The Secretary of the Treas
ury should lie held tc the legal restric
tions and not be allowee to step over the
law as he has done in other cases.

Mr. Beck (Kentucky) I will vote
for the bill. I do not see that it affects
at all the power of the Secretary of the
Treasury to issue new bonds, or Uiat it
has anything to do with the syndicate. It
places two classes of bonds on Uie same
footing and facilitates the negotiation of
these bonds.

The discussion closed aud the bill
passed. Yeas 13fi, nays 22.

Mr. Been, mini the committee on
Wavs and Means, reiiorted a bill for the
relief of Scales & Manning, of Nash
ville, Tennessee, in reference to their
distillery.

A substitute offered by Mr. Hoi man
was adopted. Yeas 105, nays 62.

The substitute is as follows: "That
every private soldier, musician and offi-

cer, who served in the army of the Uni-
ted 8tates during thetlate war.for ninetv
days,andhonorablydischarged, including
troops mustered into tne service oi the
l uited States by virtue ol" the third sec-

tion of the act entitled an 'act making
appropriations for completing the de-
fenses of Washington, and for other
purposes,' approved February 13, 1802,
and" every seaman, marine and officer,
aud other person who served iu the navy
of the United States, or iu the marine
corps, during Uie late war, for ninety
days, and who was honorably discharg-
ed; or the widow of any such soldier,
musician, seaman or officer, or, if there
be no such widow, hi- - orphan children,
under twenty-on- e years of age, shall be
entitled to enter a quantity of the pub-
lic lands not mineral not exceediug
one hundred and sixty acres, whL--
lands shall l composed of contin-
uous tracts, according to the legal
subdivisions, including alternate re-

served sections of the public lands along
the line of any railroad or other public
work, or other land subject to entry un-

der Uie homestead laws of the United
States, and receive certificate of such
entry without the payment of any Gov-
ernment fees.

Section Second That such entry shall
be made in the name of some person en-

titled as above, or by an agent, under
such regulations as the Secretary of the
Interior shall prescribe; and the patent
for lands, so entered, shall be issued only
to such soldier, musician, seaman or offi-

cer, or to his widow, or orphan children,
provided for in the first section of this act ;

but no sale of such land, or any interest
herein, or power of attorney, authorizing
such sale or other contract or agreement
in any wise affecting or concerning uch
laud, made, executed or entered Into
prior to the issuing of a patent therefor
aud actual delivery of the same to the
person to whom issued, shall lie of any
effect whatever, but shall be null and
void.

Section Third That the Secretary of
the Interior shall prescribe rules and
regulations to carry the several pro-
visions of this act into effect

The bill, as amended, then passed
yeas 116, nays 55.

Mr. Garfield, from the Committee on
Appropriations, reported the deficiency
bill appropriation of one million six
hundred and thirty-nin- e thousand dol-

lars, which was made the special order
to come after the pension appropriation
bill.

The House then, at half-pa- st three
o'clock, went into Committee of the
Whole on Uie pension appropriation
bill, which appropriates three million
and forty-eig- thousand dollars.

Mr. Garfield gave some statistical in-

formation in regard to pensioners, and
stated, among other things, as a curious
fact, that of the widows of Revolution-
ary soldiers who were on the pension
rolls less than ten per cent, had died
during the year. Over thirty-thre-e

thousand persons were put on the pen-
sion rolls during the year, of whom over
seventeen thousand were soldiers of the
war of 1812; aud some nine thousand
names were dropped, from death and
various other causes.

The committee rose and reported the
bill, which was thereupon passed by the
House.

Adjourned.

8ESATE.

Senator Sherman called up the bill for
a reduction of the officers aud expenses
of Internal Revenue, by abolishing In-

ternal Revenue Assessors, and explained
it, stating that it would save between
two and two and a half million dollars
annually.

(senator bumner asaed whether the
Committee on Finance had considered
the propriety of reducing the number of
Collectors of Internal Revenue. He had
lieen assured by persons familiar with
the subject that the number of Collectors
might be greatly reduced without injury
to the service.

Senator Sherman said that in some of
the large cities it might be practicable to
reduce the number of Collectors, but it
would not be in regions whieh are
less thickly populated. Besides, a reduc-
tion of the number of Collectors would
not greaUy reduce the expense, as they
were paid chiefly by fees dependiiiir up
on the amount of business done.

Senator Trumbull said, that as he un-
derstood last June on this subject, it
provided for a greater reduction of In
ternal Revenue officers, than the pend-
ing bill would make. That law author
ized tue reduction of the whole number
of assessors and collectors to one hundred
and sixty, while this Mil. although
abolishing assessors, would allow the re- -

teutlou of collectors to the number of
about two hundred aud ninety. He did
not Bay ne would not vote for this bill,
liecause be was in favor of any bill de- -

signed to reduce the cost of the Internal
Revenue department; but in view of'
V. .. :.. ; i ..... ..... -- Inow in tic jmu ukkii uoue uutiei uie pre-
vious law, lie had not much confidence
that this one would affect the object.

Senator Morrill (Vermont) said that
when General Grant came into power
there were two thousand eight hundred
Assistant Assessors, but now there were
only about one thousand three hundred.
There had beeu a reduction under Uie
law. passed three s ears ago, of about one
thousand Ave hundred Assistant As-
sessors, besides about thirty Assessors
since then. The law of June last was
passed providing for a reduction of the
number to eighty, and Senator Trum-
bull complained that no action bad been
taken under the law, ignoring the fact
that the time had not yet arrived when
the law was to go into effect; but in the
meantime the Commissioner of Internal
Revenue had devised a scheme by which
the force could be very much more re-
duced than by the law of June last.
That law reduced the number of Col-
lectors and Assessors to eighty, leaving
it with the Assessors to retain the pres-
ent number of Assistant Assessors, but
but this bill would reduce the number of
Collectors to one for each Collection Dis-
trict, while providing that no Collector
shall receive more pay than four thou-stn- d

five hundred dollars, and as their
deputies are to be paid out of their own
pockets. Uie number of deputies makes
no difference to the United States.; Senator Trumbull, in reply to Senator
Morrill's statement that the time for the
law of June last to go into effect had not
arrived, read the following provision of
that law :

"Prior to the first day of January,
1873, it shall be the duty of Uie Presi
dent, and he is hereby authorized and
directed to reduce the Internal Revenue
Districts of the I'nited States to eighty
in number."

He Trumbull repeated that the num-
ber of ofticersof internal revenue allowed
to be retained under this bill was greater
than the number allowed by the laws al
ready enacted, but unexecuted, on the
plea that deputy collectors would
cost the United States nothing, because
each Collector would pay his own Depu-
ty Collectors out of his forty-fiv- e hun-
dred dollar.- - a year, was preposterous.

Senator Casserly said the administra-
tion, whether from want of power or of
will, had tailed to carry out the reforms
iu the Internal Revenue Department
for which Congress had provided. He
believed if the President understood the
subject more thoroughly, he would be
more prompt to act on his own judg-
ment in enforcing the law, but it was
his misfoitune to be surrounded by men
interested in keeping the truth from
bim, and who, being themselves pressed
at home by a clamorous army of office
holding leeches, are unable to do their
duty to the President.

Senator Sherman said there was not
the least occasion for the Senator from
California Casserly, or any one, to
arraignthe President in connection with
this subject, or intimate that he had in
some way contrived to put off the exe
cution of the law of June last until after
the election; everybody knew that in
matters of this kind, the President did
not act merely upon his own judgment;
no doubt by the first of January, he
would have performed the duty imposed
upon him by this law, but he would do
it after due consideration with officers of
the department. There was no occasion
for the intimation that the President's
course was in some way connected with
politics.

After some further discussion, the Fi
nance committees amendments were
agreed to, and the bill passed.

The bill for the relief of the sufferers
by the Boston fire was called up by Sen
ator Wilson.

Senator Ferry (Michigan) criticised
the bill, but said he would vote for it

Senator Morrill Vermont) opposed
the bill, aud said that as a mat
ter of relief it was a humbug, and as a
matter of policy it was extremely vi-

cious.
Senator Sumner said he hoped the bill

would be passed as it came from the
House. He said the bill was opposed as
setting a bad precedent, but the prece-
dent would be only applicable in a simi
lar case, and when such a case should
occur, he should insist upon its applica-
tion.

Senator Carpenter opposed the bill as
he had opposed the Chicago Kelief Bill,
on the ground that it was unconstitu
tional.

Senator Logan favored the bill; he de
nied that it was a humbug, and said that
the passage ot the Chicago Kelief Bill
was one of the strongest inducements
to the prompt rebuilding of Chicago.

Without action on the bill the Senate,
at four o'clock in the evening went into
executive session, and soon after ad
journed.

The President sent to the Senate to
day the nominations of Samuel Bard,
Postmaster, Chattanooga, Tennessee;
J. H. Fairchild, Agent for the Indians;
Mletz, Agency of Oregon.

A very large crowd of visitors were at
the White House during the day, in-
cluding a number of Senators and Rep-
resentatives. Among the former were
Sherman, Pratt, Hamlin, Logan, Ames,
Pomeroy, Robertson, Lewis and Spen-
cer. Governor elect Hartranft was one
of the visitors.

A plan of the Attorney-Genera- l, with
the approval of the President, proposes
a settlement of the difficulties in Ala-
bama by the resignation of the present
General Assembly and a reorganization,
with the privilege of allowing each
branch of the Legislature to dctermiue
by vote as to the members elected from
the contesting counties.

The Attorney-Gener- this morning,
iu response to a telegram from acting
Governor Pinchback, of Louisiana, sent
him the following dispatch : "Let it be
understood that you are recognized by
the President as the lawful Executive,
and that the body assembled at the Me-

chanics' Institute is the lawful Legisla-
ture. It is suggested that you make
proclamation to that effect, also that all
necessary aid will be given you and the
Legislature therein organized to protect
the State from disorder and violence."

A Wire Murderer to be Hung.

Chicago, December 12. At Peoria,
Illinois, yesterday, the jury found
Henry McNulta, charged with killing
his wife at Chillicothe, Illinois, a few
weeks ago, guilty of murder in the first
degree, and sentenced him to death by
hanging.

Horrible.

Columbiana, Ohio, December 12.
Erben Porter, residing two miles east of
here, this morning murdered his two
little children, aged one and threeyears,
with a hatchet with which he had been
cracking hickory-nut- s. Porter left im-

mediately after committing Uie deed.
He was captured at Letonia and con-
fessed the crime, but without giving any
reason.

The Deadly Bludgeon.
Louisville, December 12. Last

night, iaa quarrel in a disreputable
house, between Dennis McAuliffe and
Charles Westerfield, the former struck
the latter several times with a stick,
crushing his skull, from which he died
about eleven o'clock. McAuliffe was
arrested. The coroner's inquest y

rendered a verdict that Westerfield was
killed by McAuliffe.

A Sew Ballroad Project.
Columbus, Ohio, December 12. The

directors of the Columbus and Toledo
Railroad Compauy have decided to build
a road from this city to Toledo, by what
is popularly known as the Eastern line,
which is Ma Delaware, Marion, I'pper
Sandusky, Carey aud Fostoria. The
proposition of the East line representa-
tives is that within three months they
will furnish five hundred and seventeen
thousand dollars and part of the right of
way.

& Coal Train Precipitated Through
Bridge One Han Killed, and Three
Injured.
Cumberland, Md., December 12.

A freight train on the Baltimore and
Ohio railroad broke through the bridge
at South Branch, seventeen miles east of
this city, last evening. The locomotive
aud twenty loaded coal-car- s were
precipitated into the river. Rutherford,
fireman, was killed, and the engineer,
conductor and brake man were injured,
but not seriously. Wreckers have been
sent from here. The break will lie re-

paired soon.

Slaking or the Ocean Steamer St. Louis.

Key West, Florida, Decemberl2- -

The steamship St. Louis, from New Or-

leans to New York, sprung a leak on
the evening of the eighth, about one
hundred and seventy miles from South-
west Bar.
